New York, May 12.—The favorite

“This would seem to indicate a 
slight falling off of permits for single 
family residence, and an increase in 
the number of commercial! and other 

structures; surely not a discour- 
aging sign. A considerable increase in 
single family residences for the bal- 
ance of the year may be looked for.”’ 

Mr. Paschen said activity is seen in 
the city’s department of building in 
districts hitherto practically dormant. 
He pointed out that apartment house 
developments will get under way this 
year, adding that this will be probably 
true for four years in districts in 
which there is a decided need, and 
which thus far have remained un- 


touched. 


How Totals Are Reached. 

“In determining the relative 
amount of building activity, compari- 
sons must be reached not by the total 
in dollars but rather by the total of 
square feet in the different types of 
buildings, the number of rooms in 
hotel structures, the number of rooms 
in hospitals, apartment hotels, apart- 
ment houses, and residences,’ Mr. 
Paschen

kimono sleeves, and finished with 
turned- back cuffs, but if you wish the 
sleeves may be*made full length. 
There is a one piece seciion included 
in the pattern that is to be stitched 
to the edge of the kimono sleeve. Then 
the lower edge is gathered into a nar- 
row, fitted wristband. 

The dress is cut in. two parts, the 
bodice being really long waisted, and 
it is slashed down from the neck at 
the center and the slashed edges are 
bound. This opening makes it easy to 
put the dress on and off. A Peter 
Pan collar makes an attractive finish 
atythe neck, and this particular collar 
has a scalloped edge, which makes it 
still prettier. While this sort of col- 
lar may be cut of two thicknesses of 
material seamed together on the 
wrong side on the lower edge, then 
turned right side out and well pressed, 
it may also be cut of a single thick- 
ness and the edges bound to match 
the slashed neck opening. 

To this bodice a box plaited @kirt is 
attached, and the whole makes an un- 
usually pretty dress. Lines of perfor- 
ations on the skirt sections show just 
where the plaits are to be laid. In 
this work always start at the top and 
work towards the bottom. After the 
dress is finished, and before removing 
the bastings, press the plaits so the 
creases will be well defined. A girdle 
of the dress material covers the join- 
ing of the bodice and skirt. Rayon 
crépe, English prints, one of the 
pretty all wool challis, printed sateen, 
printed linen, chambray, tub silk, and 
wool jersey are among the suitable 
materials. a 


Pattern No. 3236 is a dainty model 
of real distinction that should be 
pretty enough for afternoon or infor- 
mal evening wear. Its collarless 
round neck line with short pin tucks 
ig most flattering, and a hip band, in- } 
serted between the bodice and the two 
piece skirt, aid in giving that much 
desired effect of slenderness. The 
skirt is cut in two pieces and pressed 
in plaits at either side and stitched 
part way down, 

A panel effect is attained in the 
venter front and back by the manner 
of laying the plaits, and this is an- 


other becoming feature. This sort of 
dress shouldn’t be attempted in a 
hurry, for while it won't be difficuic 
to make, no part should be hurried or 
slighted. The tucks around the neck 
must be perfectly done, the threads 
all taken through to the wrong side 
and properly fastened and the tucks 
pressed. Before cutting the dress out 
see that the hip band is large enough, 
for it really should fit easily. 

It won't be a bad idea to line the 
hip band, either with the dress ma- 
terial or something equally light 
weight. The bodice and skirt shoul 
both be stitched to this hip band .n 
wrong side seams, then the seam edges 
should be turned toward this band ana 
well pressed. “ When the hip band lin- 
ing is ready, clip the upper edge at 
intervals and turn in in a quarter inch 
seam. Baste it in place, and then, 
turning up the bottom edge, baste 
this down also. Hem the lining in 
place, so that the stitched seams are

This department has listenéd to quite a 
number of youthful orchestras and bands, and the woodwind 
department was generally the weak member. It is not so 
much that good oboes and bassoons are lacking—they are 
searce at any time—but the clarinets seldom have good tone 
end frequently take quite extraordinary liberties with the 
pitch. Only the saxophones appear to be in any way reliable. 
Mr. Stock believes that this is because competent wood- 
wind instructors are scirce. He thinks that young musicians 
earn so readily at that period of their lives, are so alert and 
abeorptive in their music, that they are at the mercy of 
their teachers, and that if they do not turn out well, it is 
because their teachers have fallen down on the job.

There is a different school of activity which would 
prevent & mesitally’ matured adult, if the existence of such 
can be conceded, even a scholarly adult of balanced emo- 
tions, from buying a copy of “ Les Contes Drolatiques” of 
Balzac in the archaic French «nd having a French book seller 
send it to him through the American customs and postoffice. 


That is censorship for the protection of public decencies 
which can be wise or foolish, necessary or exasperating, a 
sensible police regulation or infernal personal meddlesome- 
ness. It is not being considered here. 


| Possibly this other instinct for censorship, suppression, 


and improvement is conscious of a mora! origin and objective, 
although no morals are directly involved. Possibly, also, the 
hollow laugh which betrays the vacant micd is an immoral- 
ity, if it is immoral to permit the vacant mind to endure, 
multiply, vote, organize government and impose itself, its 
habits and wishes on people who want to escape them. But 
déscriptive and distinctive terms mean nothing if this is to 
be called immorality and yet it is not certain that the people 
who would suppress what other people want to read do not 
invest themselves with something of a moral cause. 


The word trash implies in the person who utters it a 
distinction which isn't wholly intellectual. Its content con- 
tains something indicating superiority of character, worth, 
and spiritual attainment in the citizen who recognizes trash 
as such and disdains it. It is apparent to him that the peo- 
ple who enjoy trash are thereby revealing many disreputable 
qualities. The indication is one of not only of vulgarity 
mental disabilities but of a spiritual meanvess. : 

The itch to take such reading away is active. Persons 
who are morally restless unless they are trying to ride herd 
on folk who otherwise would be doing what they want to do 
believe it a duty to sdppress what the other people like. 
They cannot get very far in law with this, at least not di- 
rectly. 
* 

The most notable exception is the prohibition against 
the sending of prize fight films from one state to another. 
So far as that is effective now it. recognizes that there are 
people who will pay money to see a fight picture and who 
consequently ought not to be allowed to see it. It may be 
legal for them to see a fight in their own state, but it is 
illegal to show them a picture of a fight taken across the 
state line. 

The logical extension of this idea would be to deny the 
right of publication to stories of prizefighters. A certain 
amount of dismay always overtakes higher reaches of the 
population when a prize fight has beén properly built up by 
Mr. Rickard, the Otto Kahn, the Samuel Insul! of the ring. 
Mr. Rickard has missed only one idea whith he might have 
borrowed from Mr. Insull of the Chicago Civic Opera. It is 
just that civic. He touched its margin with milk benefit 
prize fighting, but he does not understand, evidently, the 
response which comes from the wistful urge of Being Civic. 

It is when a fight is offered outside the general trade 
that it causes a searching for errors in the community cul- 
ture and civilization. One which plays merely to the ordi- 
nary cash customers does not seem to touch sensitive spots. 
It is when Mr. Rickard has brought the ringside up to $50 
and the Attendance to 100,000 that there 1s doubt as to the

Finally, in June, 1796, the boy’s 
death was announced with a certain 
reticence and vagueness. An autopsy 
was performed, but care was taken 
to prevent proper identification, and 
the body of the inmate of the cell was- 
buried as that of Louis XVII. -Ru- 
mors persisted that the dauphin was 
still alive. 

Many years later Mme. Simon, wife 
of the boy’s first guardian, told a story 
of the royal child’s escape. When the 
Simons so suddenly left Temple prison 
with their personal belongings, the 
boy was hidden in a cart filled with 
old clothes. 

At the same time a hobby horse 
was brought into the prison for the 
young prince's amusement. In it, said 
Mme. Simon, was a mute child, ren-' 
dered insensible by narcotics. Th? 
new commissioners, who had never 
seen the dauphin, signed the release 
required by the Simons. They did 
not. discover their mistake immedi- 
ately, and the mute child died six 
months later of scrofula. 

Twenty-five years later, after the 

uphin’s uncle, Louis XVIII., had 

umed the throne, a young watch- 
maker named Charles Naundorff 
crossed into France from Prussia and 
proclaimed everywhere that he was 
the “lost dauphin.” He sent a letter 
to the Duchesse d’Angouleme, the for- 
mer Princess Marie Therese, sister of 
the dauphin, calling upon her to ap- 
pear in court and recognize him 
her brother. ; 

He had been hidden in the streets 
of Paris for two years, he said, among ' 
ignorant people who could not under- 
stand his protests, and then had gone 
to Berlin. There he apprenticed him- 
self to a clockmaker of Hebrew de- 
scent named Naundorff, and took the 
name of his master. documentary ) 
evidence was meager, but he bore a 
striking resemblance to Louis XVI., 
the dauphin’s father. 

Naundorff attempted to salute the 
king as ‘‘uncle,” but was repulsed, 
and when the court had heard his evi- 
dence he was banished from France. 

After a further effort to continue 
his campaign in other countries, he 
wandered into Holland, where the 
Dutch government allowed him to live 
in Ift and to use the name of Bour- 
bon. When he died a tombstone over 
his grave bore the inscription: 

“ Charles Louis, duke of Normandie. 
Born at Versailles March 27, 1785. 
Died at Delft Aug. 10, 1845.” 

Louis Philippi asked William, king 
of Holland, to obliterate it, but the 
latter refused to do so. ; 

Naundorff had married the daugh- 
ter of a rich Dutch merchant. Their 
son, Jean, went to Bercy, near Paris, 
and started a wine dealing establish- 
ment, calling it “Jean de Bourbon et 
fils.” The Naundorff descendants, 
down to the blind man now suing for 
the Chateau de Chambord, have con- 
tinually striven to prove their lineage, 
and at one time there was a consid- 
erable party of “ Naundorffistes” in 
France. But they were not legally 
recogniized until 1913, when the court. 
granted them citizenship. 

Charles Naundorff was the foremost 
of the “ lost dauphins’"’ who have trou- 


' bled the French government for more 


than a century. One Richemont in 
1831 created a sensation with his 
“ Memoirs of the Duke of Normandy, 
Son of Louis XVI.," but he became 
such an annoyance to the government 
that he was given twelve years’ im- 
prisonment for treason. 

In New York a half breed boy 
known as Eleazar Williams was ru- 
mored to be the lost dauphin. Physi- 
clans proved that he had no Indian 
blood, and his supposed Indian moth- 
er attested that two French noblemen 
had paid her to adopt the half wit boy 
of ten in 1795. Bleazar himself said 
he had been half witted until he was
